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Christmas Seal Window Displays 


Window displays have for the past 
several years been playing an increas- 
ingly greater part in the educational 
publicity incidental to the Christmas 
seal sale. In 1934 they will be an 
even greater factor in achieving suc- 
cess if plans already made mature— 
and maturity rests solely with the 
local associations and how promptly 
they order the material offered through 
the state associations. 

This is undoubtedly the year in 
which to acquaint the public with the 
significance of the “Little Red,” 
America’s first out and out tubercu- 
losis sanatorium built in 1885 at Sara- 
nac Lake, New York, where Dr. 
Edward Livingston Trudeau first 
developed the outdoor treatment for 
pulmonary tuberculosis. Never has 


there been a more dramatic tale of 
overcoming handicaps than is told in 
the “Autobiography of Edward Liv- 
ingston Trudeau” and thousands of 
people for the first time will be made 
acquainted with the epoch-making 
step in the treatment of a disease 
which still kills more persons between 
the ages of 15 and 45 than any other 
disease. Koch’s discovery of the tu- 
bercle bacillus, Trudeau’s regimen of 
cure, and Holboell’s idea of the 
Christmas seal made possible the or- 
ganized fight against tuberculosis. 
What is more fitting than to show 
the public what this little sanatorium 
looked like and what it means as it 
is today, a museum affectionately 
known as the “Little Red.” True, it

(Illustration at 
the right). From the drop of tuber- 
culin right through to the picture of 
the young woman, health restored, 
selling Christmas seals, the photogra- 
phic excellence of this educational dis- 
play is made the more effective by the 
large, red, double-barred cross and the 
Christmasy atmosphere of the three- 
panel ensemble. Nothing gruesome in 
this—just an attractive young woman

to health.

to 6. By invitation Dr. Long will 
take part in the discussion of the 
pathological subject on the program. 
Dr: Clarence L. Hyde, Springfield 
Lake Sanatorium, East Akron, Ohio, 
has been invited by the Union to take 
part in the formal discussion of the 
clinical subject and Dr. B. S. Pollak 
of the Hudson County Tuberculosis 
Hospital, New Jersey, to participate 
in the discussion of the sociological 
subject. Mr. John A. Kingsbury, 
Secretary of the Milbank Memorial 
Fund, will give a lecture on Septem- 
ber 5 on “Methods in the further 
control of tuberculosis.” Other del- 
egates may participate in the general 
discussion. 

As has been previously announced 
in the BULLETIN, a special party from 
the United States is being arranged 
and about 25 other delegates and 
members of their families have already 
made plans to attend the meeting. 
Any other persons who desire to 
attend should write the National 
office as meetings of the Union are 
closed affairs to any without the 
proper credentials. 

Preliminary plans had been made 
for a side trip to Russia under the 
leadership of Mr. Kingsbury, but the 
trip has now been cancelled as Mr. 
Kingsbury found it impossible to be 
absent from the United States for the 
time involved. 


News Reel 


Carl A. Hedblom of Chicago, one of 
the outstanding thoracic surgeons of this 
country, died suddenly in Toronto on 
June 6. Dr. Hedblom, who was head of 
the Department of Surgery of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois Medical School, was fifty- 
five years old. He read a paper at the 
recent Cincinnati meeting of the National 
Tuberculosis Association. 


Dr. Howard L. Hull, superintendent 
and medical director of Oakhurst Sana- 
torium, Elma, Washington, has resigned 
his position effective July 1 and has es- 
tablished an office in the Larson Building, 
Yakima, Washington, where he will enter 
private practice restricted to diseases of 
the chest. Dr. Hull has been in charge of 
Oakhurst Sanatorium since September 1, 
1923. His successor will be Dr. Leslie P. 
Anderson of White Haven, Pennsylvania. 


Missouri voted May 15 to issue $10,- 
000,000 bonds, supplemented by a Federal 
grant.

Social Rehabilitation 


As a result of some work done by Mrs. 
Burhoe in Maine last fall, two or three 
state sanatoria in that state have started 
adult education. The work is progressing 
favorably and is receiving the enthusias- 
tic support of Leroy P. Koonz of the 
Federal Rehabilitation Office and chair- 
man of the special state-wide committee 
that has this matter in hand. 

More recently, Mrs. Burhoe and Miss 
Barclay of the Adjustment Service of 
New York City carried on a demonstra- 
tion with a group of patients at the 
Western Maine Sanatorium in an en- 
deavor to show by a series of tests how 
patients can be adjusted to occupations 
best suited for them, both mentally and 
physically. 


the State Sanatorium at Mount Vernon 
will be increased at least 200 beds. On 
the same day a $16,000,000 bond issue 
carried in St. Louis, the money to be used 
for increased hospital facilities and other 
public works projects. The plan includes 
500 additional beds at the Robert Koch 
Tuberculosis Hospital. Under the state 
bond issue it is also proposed to erect a 
pavilion on the penitentiary grounds for 
tuberculous criminals committed to the 
institutions.

The new Tuberculin P. P. D. 
(Purified Protein Derivative), de- 
scribed by Dr. Esmond R. Long at 
the recent annual meeting, will re- 
place MA-100, which is no longer 
available through this office. It is sold 
in tablet form, in two strengths de- 
scribed as “First Strength’ and “‘Sec- 
ond Strength,” the latter being 
stronger, together with a solution in 
which to dissolve the tablet. We are 
selling this tuberculin in 100 dose 
packages only through our state tuber- 
culosis and health associations for 
group testing and with the under- 
standing that individual and group 
record cards (which we will supply 
in duplicate form) will be filled out 
and one copy sent to the National 
office for our statistical study. The 
record cards are the same as those 
used for MA-100. The price is $2.00 
for the 100 dose package and each 
package contains a circular with direc- 
tions and other information. Physi- 
cians who do not wish to fill out the 
personal record card should buy di- 
rectly from Sharp and Dohme, from 
Parke, Davis and Company, or from 
their local druggists. These companies 
sell in packages of 20 doses or 100 
doses.

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AN AGREEMENT between the AMERICAN RED CROSS 
and the NATIONAL TUBERCULOSIS ASSOCIATION 


o prevent so far as possible overlapping of the Roll Call of the American Red 
Cross and the Christmas Seal Sale of the National Tuberculosis Association 
it is agreed for 1934 that Chapters and Affiliated Associations be advised: — 


I 
That there is no official or other connection between the Roll Call and the Christmas Seal Sale 


II 
That the Roll Call is held from Armistice Day (Sunday, November 11, 1934) up to and including eeeeatiies Day (Thurs- 
day, November 29, 1934); that the Seal Sale begins the day after Thanksgiving. 


iil 
That both the American Red Cross and the National Tuberculosis Association will keep their Chapters and Affiliated Asso- 
ciations constantly informed of this understanding and that both organizations will do what they can to clarify in all newspapers 
and other publicity the distinct character of the two fund-raising undertakings and to prevent overlapping of the periods during 


which it is agreed that the Roll Call and the Seal Sale respectively shall be conducted. 
IV 


That this agreement permits the National Tuberculosis Association and its affiliated associations to deliver seals in advance to 
corporations and merchants who use them on their bills, which are mailed out a few days before the end of the month of 


November 
Vv 
That this agreement refers specifically to the Roll Call and the Seal Sale and does not preclude the extensive educational and 


publicity campaigns which the Red Cross and the National Tuberculosis Association are accustomed to carry on throughout 
the year nor such pre-campaign publicity as may be necessary preceding the Roll Call or the Seal Sale.
